When the claim was made 
that the committee was gub- 
poenaing Cogley to try to force 
him to “justify his study” and 
that this constituted “an un- 
precedented invasion of free- 
dom of thought and expression 
in the United States,” the com- 
mittee counsel replied: 


“You can say anything you 
want in your book. The purpose 
of these hearings is to develop 
the facts, the truth.”

Prices Up, So Shop Carefully?!

The cost of living has reached a record level, as this depart- 
ment forecast at the beginning of the year. More price rises are 
in sight, and moderate-income families will have to buy care- 
fully to maintain their living standards in this present upsurge.
